Reasons for the higher mill rate 
this year are the drastically reduc- 
ed assessment which represented a 
jump of 10.4 mills in the rate and 
the absorption of the $96,000 defici! 
on 1933 operations. 

The aldermanic board refused to 
reduce estimated direct relief costs 
for the year from $550,000 to §450,- 
000, as recommended by the com- 
missioners. A motion to cut it to 
$500,000 was also defeated, although

Aldermen alse went contrary to 
the wishes of commissioners when 
they. decided to capitalize relief to 
the maximum amount of $250,000 
over a period of 10 years.

ONE “CODE” NEEDED 

One of Montreal's wage-chiselling manu- 
facturers suddenly remembered that he had 
robbed his employees of $2544.05 in the last 
year by paying less than the minimum -wage. 
He sent the money along to the provincial labor 
department, which thereupon decided to stop 
prosecution proceedings, and distributed the 
overdue wages among the defrauded employees. 

It is explained that the gentleman neglected 
to get a permit from the labor department be- 
fore cutting pay below the minimum set by 
provincial law. Had he complied with that 
technicality he would have got away with the 
money—and been able to sell his product in 
other provinces against employers paying the 
minimum scales set for their provinces. 

Nothing but a Dominion-wide 
wage scale can prevent this under-cutting, with 
or without consent of provincial authorities. If 
the Stevens committee is to result in anything 
of permanent importance, that is one direction 
and about the only one, in which a “code” can 
be effective.

Instead of concentrating attention on the 
absurdities of the scheme, the municipalities 
and provinces would do better to take this as 
a glimmer of hope that light is at last dawning 
at Ottawa, and apply for supplementing action 
in the shape of loans at low interest rates with 
which to carry on municipal and provincial 
improvements. 

Barring a genéral Dominion election, which 
is less likely now than it was two weeks ago, 
it is clear enough that if the unemployment 
problem is to be solved the municipalities and 
provinces will have to solve it. The federal 
buildings program is convincing on that score. 
Councils and provincial governments should 
therefore revert to the original plans of three 
years ago, and ask Ottawa to supply the money 
and let them tackle the job.

Now, I published some views which I hold 
in a document which I was pleased to entitle, 
“The Conquest of Poverty.” That document, I 
might say, was sent by a friend of mine to 
Arthur I. Judge, the editor of “The Canning 
Trade,” of Baltimore, Maryland. The Canning 
Trade is a journal that started publication in 
1878 and is now recognized as one of the out- 
standing journals of that important industry in 
the United States.’ 

Mr. Judge has been publishing some articles 
of his own, and he thought sufficiently of the 
plan which I had offered for Canada, that he 
published it in this pamphlet called “Let’s Talk 
Moncey” and was kind enough to send 100 copies 
to this committee for distribution among its 
members. 

I may say that in addition to the views that 
I presented, the views expressed by Mr. Judge 
have a very large support in the United States, 
and they give you some indication of the trend 
of affairs in the Republic to the south. He has 
published this pamphlet, not only for the pur-

trade, but he has circularized the senate and 
the congress of the United States with it. I 
should just like to read from one section, which 
summarizes my own views fairly succinctly. 

Mr. Sullivan: What page? 

The Witness: Page 54, of “Let's Talk Money 
and Banking.” It is as follows: 

For almost a century the management 
of the monetary system has been entrusted 
in blind faith and absolute confidence to 
bankers and financiers. Their manage- 
ment has ended in more disastrous failure 
than those opposed to the English Bank Act 
of 1844 ever dared to predict. 

Necessity now compels us to abandon 
banker management and to resort to na- 
tional administration of public credit and 
national regulation and supervision of . the 
monetary system. 

In the restoration of these prerogative 
powers to responsible government lies the 
way of establishing Democracy in the place 
of oligarchical rule that banker dominion 
over government and trade now maintains. 

By such changes, the elected represent- 
atives of the people will become the masters 
of the “economic bloodstream” of the 
nation, and responsible government as an 
expression of Christian Democracy can be 
maintained. 

No one has any right to say that the 
establishment of such a democracy cannot 
or will not produce both progress and pros- 
perity until it has been given the same trial 
that banker rule by banker management 
of the monetary system has enjoyed. 

Responsible government must now de- 
Stroy banker rule, or banker mismanage- 
ment of public credit will destroy respons- 
ible government and the civilization that 
brought it into being. 

Col. Robinson: That applies to the United 
States. That applies to the United States’ bank- 
ing system, not ours. 

Mr. MacMillan: 
United States. 

The Witness: That is my letter, written in 
the document entitled, “The Conquest of Pov- 
erty,” and published for Canada. My ‘friend 
asked, why was this document published in-the 
United States. It was published in the United 
States because a leading editor in the United 
States thought enough of my work in Canada 
to present it to the American public. 

Mr. MacMillan: Who is that? 

The Witness: It is not published by me, but 
it is an example of the intelligence of the Amer- 
ican people in accepting Canadian thought on 
matters of this kind. You leave me alone and 
we will get along all right. 

Mr. MacMillan: I object to that statement, 
Mr. Chairman. There is no reason to make such 
a remark to me at all. 

The Chairman: Possibly Mr. McGeer did not 
intend the remark in the way you took it. I 
suggest that Mr. McGeer be allowed to proceed 
without interruption to the end, and then you 
can shoot as long as you like and as hard as 
you like 

The Witness: I would be perfectly willing to 
deal with any question when I get through; but 
you gentlemen can make your own rules, it 
does not make any difference to me. 

The Chairman: Proceed. 

The Witness: Now Mr. Chairman, in ad- 
vancing the views I hold, as a representative 
for Vancouver-Burrard in the provincial legis- 
lature of British Columbia, I brought the Bank 
of Canada Act, which is now before this com- 
mittee, before our legislature. It was referred 
to the public accounts committee. That com- 
mittee unanimously reported the following reso- 
lution to the legislature. It is reported in the 
Votes and Proceedings of British Columbia on 
March 20, 1934, under the title Currency, Credit 
and Unemployment. 

Whereas the money value of the inter- 
change of services and commodities in the 
domestic trade of the people of the Domin- 
ion of Canada has fallen from more than 
$46,000,000,000 in 1929 to less than $30,000,- 
000,000 in 1933; and 

Whereas the said decline in Canadian 
domestic trade has been attended by a dis- 
astrous increase in Canadian unemploy- 
ment; and 1 

Whereas the Canadian domestic and 
internal trade, wages and prices, persist in 
remaining in an unhealthy condition; and 

Whereas under the Canadian constitu- 
tion the parliament of the Dominion of Can- 
ada enjoys an exclusive jurisdiction in the 
matter of the creation, issue and circulation 
of the money and credit purchasing power 
of the people of this and all other provinces 
of the Dominion; and

Have A Thorough 


Examination Made 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The average person will delay taking a 
complete health examination unless scared into 
it by sudden illness, reports show. In this 
regard, I am going to quote to you from “The 
Week's Science,” by Dr. E. E. Free, who says, 
“The prescription to ‘see your doctor once a 
year’ for a complete health 
examination, universally 
urged by health experts, not 
because one is already sick, 
but to prevent that possibility, 
means almost nothing to the 
American Public.” He goes 
on to state that check-up 
shows that less than four per 
cent of the people have com- 
plete examihations. From this 
he concludes that “Only 
Scared Americans Take Care 
of Health.” 

There is undoubtedly a great deal of truth 
in these findings and while one reason for the 
slowness of the public in insisting upon regular 
health examinations may be blamed on the de- 
pression, nevertheless part of it is due to the 
fact that many people do not realize the gfeat 
value of having an examination before you be- 
come actually sick. Such an examination will 
locate early signs of disease while there is yet 
time to save the vital organs from damage. 

The science of examining patients and cor- 
rectly diagnosing disease has reached a very 
high stage of development in the last century 
and the examination you will receive today is 
far better than any that your grandfather could 
secure. 

For example, during the last 20 years, the 
x-ray method of diagnosis has improved to such 
an extent as to make the diagnosis of such 
diseases as tuberculosis, stomach ulcer, gall- 
stones, kidney stones, and many other diseases 
quite accurate, and the physician can be rea- 
sonably sure of his diagnosis of these diseases. 
Of course, the x-ray by itself is not an infallible 
method of diagnosis, but should be supple- 
mented by all of the other laboratory methods 
known to medical science. 

The blood count is also one of the modern 
developments of diagnostic science, which is of 
great value to physicians in determining the 
quality and quantity of the blood. This test will 
determine the color of fhe hemoglobin of the 
blood, and an accurate count can also be made 
of the number of red blood cells which carry 
nourishment to the tissues, and also of the 
white corpuscles which act as policemen in the 
body. A scientific physician can read the re- 
ports of the blood test and know if anemia has 
developed. 

A urinalysis is of great value to the diagnos- 
tician, who can by this means discover many 
diseases in their incipient stage, and by this be 
able to teach the patient how to avoid further 
trouble. 

The sphygmomanometer, a blood pressure 

instrument, will show the tension of the arterial 
walls. This is of inestimable value in finding 
whether the patient has high or low blood pres- 
sure. ; 
These are only a few of the methods of 
diagnosis which the modern physician uses. As 
the laymen learn to understand how well 
equipped the physician is today for diagnosing 
any kind of trouble, just that much quicker will 
he seek his doctor’s assistance in discovering 
the early stages of constitutional or functional 
weakness. 

The time will soon come when everyone will 
feel the value of going every six months to 
have a complete physical examination made 
without waiting to be scared into it.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—J. K. asks: “What causes the 
heart to murmur, and is a murmuring heart 
curable? Is it a dangerous defect?” 

ANSWER—Most heart murmurs are curable, 
and are usually caused by some kind of pres- 
sure against the heart due to an overloaded 
stomach or too much stomach or intestinal gas. 
I have examined many patients who were more 
than 80 years of age who have had heart mur- 
murs since early life. If these murmurs are only 
evidenced in a mild form, they are not par- 
ticularly dangerous. 

QUESTION—Mrs. Wanda T. writes: “My 
legs are very thin, and I was wondering, if I 
massaged them with hot olive oil, would they 
look better and would the oil increase the 
growth of hair?” ' 

ANSWER—While massage improves the 
circulation and the appearance of the skin, very 
little oil is absorbed in this way and that which 
is absorbed does not remain under the skin but 
is taken up by the blood or lymphatics and 
carried all over the body. The best way to 
develop the legs is through exercise as this 
builds the muscles. The skin, by becoming 
healthier, might develop more hair growth, but 
this would not be caused by the oil. 

QUESTION—YV. L. writes: “Please tell me 
what makes people snore. My husband snores 
so loudly he keeps me awake nights. Is there a 
cure?” 

ANSWER-—Snoring usually caused by 
some obstruction of the nasal passages. Most 
cases can be benefited by following a fasting 
and dieting regimen for colds and catarrh.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1906 Hamilton 
(and many other places in Can- 
ada) mourned the passing of Wil- 
liam Hendrie. Born at Glasgow,, 
Scotland, 16 years after that other 
Glasgow baby, who was to be- 
come the creator of the Canadian 
Confederation and Prime Minis- 
ter of the Dominion (John A. 
Macdonald), William Hendrie was 
destined for the law, but after a 
few years’ study he decided that 
he was not to be a lawyer and 
turned his attention to railway 
work. After some service with 
Scottish railways he accepted an 
offer to come out to Canada to 
join the staff of the Great West- 
ern railway, then in its infancy, 
and was soon located at Hamil- 
ton, which was to be the theatre 
of work the rest of his life. 

Transportation was then in its 
initial stage. The railways had 
come, but there was no link be- 
tween them and the consignee. 
Young Hendrie conceived the 
idea of a transport company; it 
was accepted by C. J. Brydges for 
the company, and Hendrie form- 
ed a partnership with John Shed- 
den. The enterprise prospered; 
it was extended outside of Hamil- 
ton; but in 1868 it was divided, 
Shedden taking the territory to 
the east of Hamilton, including 
Toronto and Montreal, while 
Hendrie retained that from Ham-

ilton westward, then the more 
profitable. 

William Hendrie soon devel- 
oped his enterprises. He planned 
the Hamilton waterworks; he was 
one of the founders of the Toron- 
to, Grey aud Bruce and Hamilton 
and Northwestern Railways; he 
helped to create the Ontario Cot- 
ton Company; and he was a di- 
rector of the Canada Life, the Im- 
perial Bank, the Hamilton Gas 
Company and many western de- 
velopment companies. 

But his chief love was his 
breeding farm at Hamilton and 
his activities as a founder of the 
Ontario Jockey Club, of which 
he was for many years president. 
He was the only Canadian owner 
to win the great Futurity stakes; 


* his horses twice won the Queen's 


plate at the Woodbine, Butter 
Scotch in 1899 and Lyddite in 
1902. He was a true sportsman. 
He never bet in his life. It was 
his boast that he was “a sports- 
man, not a gambler,” and he lived 
up to that all his life. 

Hamilton has two memorials of 
the Hendrie family, the Martimas 
wing of the general hospital, 
built out of the winnings of Fu- 
turity, and the nurses’ home, the 
gift of Mrs. Hendrie. It was said 
of him that William Hendrie was 
“a man who put his gifts to good 
use and had a career founded on 
character and guided by prin- 
ciple.”

Uncertainty in the Ottawa zoo as to what manner of large 
monster would come into being as a result of prolonged incuba- 
tion of a policy to remedy unemployment by a program of public 
work has been ended by birth of the public works mouse. An 


amount coming just about up to the average annual expenditure 
is to be spent across the nation. 


In constituencies where it was supposed the Conservatives 
might have a chance, like St. John and Halifax and Vancouver, 
the bulk of the expenditure for the whole province is lumped 
for outlay in one city. 


In the wild spaces of the west, where it is supposed the forces 
of law and order should bulk large in the public eye, something 
is to be done in the way of mounted police buildings and arm- 
ories. ’ 


But there is nothing to empty the relief camps. There is 
nothing to promote a major movement of population; nothing 
to open up the resources of the country; nothing to increase the 
commerce of the nation. 


The Ottawa haze must be getting thicker and thicker. It 
seems incredible that even the backebenchers of the government 
party should be satisfied with such a flat anti-climax to .the 
widely heralded government policy of relieving unemployment 
by public works. 


Ottawa does not seem to know that people must live; that the 
young Canadians coming by the thousands into readiness for 
active work this year, will have the choice between living on 
their parents and going to a-relief camp. 


There is no sense in waiting another year for an accumula- 
tion of more hopelessness and misery before holding a Do- 
minion general election. The Governor General should have the 
Situation placed before him by his advisers, and be asked. by his 
advisers to immediately call upon the Liberal leader to form a 
government, so that real and immediate action can be taken to 
restore national freedom and commercial expansion. 


The formula that it cannot be done will not work any longer. 
The accounts must be closed for special privilege and opened for 
general recovery of the right to live and to work and to earn 
on an adequate scale.

BRITISH BUILD 
WORLD'S SWIFT 
NEW AIRLINERS 


Demands for More Speed 
Draw New Types of 
Aircraft 


LONDON, June 27.—World de- 
mand for speed has drawn from 
British aircraft factories within the 
past 12 months new types of civil 
aircraft which, at from 170 to 200 
miles an hour, are faster and more 
efficient than the best comparable 
machines designed and built abroad 
. In recent weeks the world’s fast- 
est four-engined airliner, the 
“Diana” built primarily for work 
over the extension of the Empire 
airway from Singapore to Brisbane 
and New South Wales, has exceed- 
ed all expectations in a series of 
rigorous trial flights. A similar 
twin-engined machine, the DH. 89, 
has proved itself nearly as fast, and 
just as efficient, 

Three more new 
signed to satisfy th 
speed are in an advan 
construction and will be 
within the next few months 
is expected to attain a m 
level speed of at least 200 an 
hour; the fastest of the three is de- 
signed to fly at nearly 200 miles 
This speed will be obtained even 
in the most powerful of these ma- 
chines with expenditure of a com- 
parative minimum of power. 
TWO-ENGINED PLANES 

Each of the new machines derives 
power from two engines. Two of 
them are monoplanes, equipped 
with the fashionable retractile 
under-carriage, and the thi 
biplane modelled on the mai! 
rier which was built to Air 
order last year

Unique Photo Indicates

PITTSFIELD, Mass. June 27--Photos of a stroke of lightning, 
which bounced up and down 10 times between the earth and cloud, 
although to the eye it seemed a single flash, were made public here 
Tuesday. 

The lightning was caught in a storm here this month by a camera 
film travelling a mile a minute, made by A, P. Loomis of Tuxedo 
Park, N.Y., and operated by General Electric engineers 

The first stroke was down, fairly bright, and considerably forked 
It appeared to grease a pathway in the air for what followed, This 
“grease” was ionization, a chain of air particles reaching from cloud 
to earth, all so highly electrified that they probably made an alr 
column more cond'ictive than the best copper wire 

For a millionth of a second after the first stroke the film was 
dark. ‘Then down the ionized airway a thin dart of electricity shot 
from cloud to ground, As it faded a streak of fire shot upward, a 
tremendously heavy stroke travelling from the ground to the cloud 

Eight times more this was repeated, Each time a thin dart shot 
to the earth, and # heavy blaze responded, streaking up to the cloud 
All lay in the identical ionized air path 

The downward darts travelled at speeds 
2,300 miles a second up to around 7,500 miles,

and using her very great talent as 
a writer to tell the readers of the 
“Australian Christian World” some- 
thing about this strange land of 
western Canada. 

“As I write there has been a rise 
in temperature and it is only nine- 
teen degrees below zero,” she says 
in an article which appeared last 
February 9, but has just reached 
our hands. “Yesterday Dr. Osborn 
had a funeral and it was 39 degrees 
below zero. We asked an old-timer 
recently why 
had the nerve to dispossess the 

polar bears in this haunt, and the 
answer we got was that the polar 
bears knew too much ever to in- 
habit a place as cold as this. For 
the entire month of December the 
mercury has not once reached 
zero, .. which we regard as quite 
warm for winter nowadays.” 
| “Australians find life liveable 
| with such temperatures. After all 
weather is only a small part of life, 
and we have such warm houses 
that we only suffer it when the 
newspapers ang the radio an- 
noun¢cers declare for such unbe- 
lievable recordings . . . that is, if 
we are not brave enough to go to 
study the thermometer on the 
verandah. Life is so full here that 
I constantly threaten to go back to 
New York for a quiet time.” 

Mrs. Osborn goes on to tell a 
great deal about her husband's 
activities as minister of First Pres- 
byterian church, and dwells par- 
ticularly on his mid-weekly prayer 
service via radio, “the Church of 
the Air.” She describes what it 
means to many isolated families, 
and tells of the “white woman 
farthest north,’ who invites every 
family within dogsledding distance 
to her home weekly for the ser- 
vice. At one point a crowd gath- 
ers each week in a hall to listen 
One group of Norwegian Luther- 
ans, far from their own pastor, 
take part in the service. A group 
of negroes and white people gather 
in one isolated district. Another 
listener is a friendly priest An 
old couple, one Catholic and one 
Protestant, join in the service 
which is non-sectarian 

It goes to show that the deeper 
things of life need only to be 
touched upon seriously and rever- 
entially to awaken a response in 
human hearts everywhere,” she 
concludes “It means temporary 
abandonment of the academic life 
for Dr. Osborn. But it has heen 
well worth while. When he re- 
turns to it he will be able to help 
students even more to understand 
the problems of this post-war 
world than he did before.”

OTTAWA, June 27—Imports from 
all countries in May totalled $52,- 
887,000, an increase of $19,960,000 or 
60 per cent as compared with May, 
1933, according to'a Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics report. 

Imports from Empire countries 
totalled $14,837,000, a gain of $4,221,- 
000 as against May, 1933, while the 
total from foreign countries was 
$38,050,000, an increase of $15,740,- 
000 or 70 per cent in comparison 
with the same mopth last year. 

The United Kingdom led the 
Empire countries with $12,030,000 
as against $7,927,000 in May, 1933. 
Imports from other leading Empire 
countries were as follows, with last 
year's figures in brackets: Australia, 
$359,000 . ($212,000). British Guiana 
$135,000 ($206,000); British India, 
$485,000 ($240,000); British South 
Africa, $61,000 ($96,000); British 
West Indies, $766,000 ($1,479,000);
